P'or those who are not aware of it, 
the 19 70 campaig n beg an Thursday . The 
opening g un was 
President 
Nixon s 
State of the Union messag e, a “non­ 
partisan” statement of aims that left 
the Democrats g lum and dismayed. The 
acid comments of the Washing ton press 
corps, ovei’whelming ly liberal and Dem­ 
ocratic in its sy mpathies, were the first 
g iveaway. The correspondents did not 
like what Mr. Nixon said, and they dis­ 
g uised it by remarks on his hairline or 
wisecracks about the speech’s alleg ed 
lack of content. 
W’hat they , and veteran politicians 
knew, however, was that the President 
had pre-empted all the important cam­ 
paig n issues in such a manner that any 
Democratic attempts to take them over 
would smack of blatant “me-too-isms.” 
That, of course., was Mr. Nixon’s pur­ 
pose: it could not be otherwise. But by 
eschewing the political attack, by speak­ 
ing in terms of American need and 
American purpose from the platform of 
the presidency , he put his stamp on pro­ 
g rams which few' will be able to oppose. 
W hat g ave the President’s utter­ 
ances g reat validity was the notable fact 
tliat it was no committee-written speech. 
The phaseolog y . the approach, and the 
thrust of the messag e were all Mr. Nix­ 
on's. His speech writers may have sup­ 
plied a phiase here or a sentence there, 
but the whole was of a piece with Mr. 
Nixon's past speeches. And. it should be 
added as a personal comment, it was 
Richard Nixon at his political best. 
With crime looming so disturbing ly 
in the public awareness, the President 
laid it on the line when he quietly noted 
that 13 bills to combat this social epi­ 
demic, sent to the Cong ress by him. had 
y et to be enacted. And he broug ht the 
pressing nature of the problem home 
both to the Cong ress and the people by 
asking if any members of House or Sen­ 
ate. living but a few’ blocks from theii 
offices, would have the courag e to leave 
their cars in the Capitol g arag e at nig ht 
and w’alk home. 
On foreig n policy, he leiterated the 
Nixon doctrine, calling on nations beset 
to work out their own defense wherever 
possible, winning support from a war- 
weary’ people by letting it be known that 
this country was looking for no more 
foreig n military adventures. Once ag ain, 
h** called on the Cong ress to scrap the 
wasteful and impotent poverty prog ram 
by w’riting into law his own broad wel­ 


fare prog ram. To those who would em­ 
bark on a new- spending spree, he made 
it plain that any future inflation would 
be placed on their doorsteps—a massive 
threat in these times of a shrinking dol­ 
lar, and one that will make them think 
twice before they try to override a veto 
on the inflationary Health. Education, 
and Welfare appropriation bill now be­ 
fore the House. 


At the same time, he seized the nettle 
of pollution, perhaps the most disturbing 
of all American problems today , by call­ 
ing for a long -rang e and coordinated ef­ 
fort to clear the air, the rivers, and the 
land of the contamination that threatens 
life itself on this planet. But he tempered 
his request for $10 billion to do the job 
by calling on Americans to contribute to 
that effort in the small way s that add 
up to a very big plus. The Democrats 
had hoped to capitalize on the popular 
demand for environmental improvement, 
but Mr. Nixon made it very clear that 
the nation is in its present straits be­ 
cause of heedlessness in the past decade. 
He thus made himself leader of the anti­ 
pollution drive, and it is safe to assume 
that he will not relinquish his g rip. 


Most important of all, he deprived 
the Democratic Cong ress of an issue by 
thanking it for supporting him on his 
Vietnamese policy and by letting the 
people know’ once ag ain how important 
that support is in convincing the North 
Vietnamese Communists that America 
does not intend to cut and run. The con­ 
g ressional resolution in support of his 
Nov. 3 Vietnam speech immeasurably 
streng thened Mr. Nixon’s hand in deal­ 
ing with the Communists, and by ment­ 
ioning it in his State of the Union mes­ 
sag e, he made it difficult—if not im­ 
possible—-for Vietniks of both parties 
to water down the text or its intent. 


In short. Mr. Nixon demonstrated 
once ag ain that he is not only a master 
of politics but a hig hly acute student of 
the stresses and strains that make up 
life in the nation’s capital. By laying out 
the lines of the 19 70 campaig n, he also 
served notice on his fellow’ Republicans 
that they w?ould have to follow' him or 
take the blame for losing streng th in the 
next Cong ress. Democratic politicians, 
some of w’hom have pray ed before every 
Nixon speech that he tear his trousers, 
were once more disappointed—bewitch­ 
ed, bothered, and bew’ildered by this 
most articulate of Presidents.

M urphy said the piled furni­ 
ture was in v iolation of fire 
code regulations because it had 
been kept in the lobby on the 
ninth floor for more than a day 
and legally constituted rubbish.
